The lemon cake may be a plain or 
elaborate one or may be in the form of

A Nice Layer Cake. 
Lemon 
Layer Cake. 
Take the yolks 
of five eggs and the whites of four, two 
cupfuls 
each of 
flour 
and 
powdered 
sugar, 
two teaspoonfuls 
of cream 
of 
tartar and a half teaspoonful of baking 
soda. 
Beat the yolks of eggs until they 
are thick and light colored and stir in 
the sugar 
gradually.

have been sifted. 
Bake in oblong pans. 
A filling for the cake is made thus: 
Beat the whites of two eggs to a froth, 
add powdered sugar sufficient to neu- 
tralize the acidity of the lemons.
